I've 
got to see an origin tor her, no doubt 
about it! 

So now that it's started, | must say 
I'm looking torward to the succeeding 
chapters of "Maximum Carnage” as they 
take us through tne spring and summer 
issues of the various Spider-tities! As tor 
the other two tales in this ish, the second 
Spidey piece, by Mike W. Barr, was a nice 
change of pace We don't often get a 
chance to really get inside Peter Parker's 
head and watch him come to terms with 
the traumatic events of his past to any 
large degree. As a result, stones like this 
one, when we do see them, are quite 
welcome 

Finally, the Cardiac piece! Terry 
Kavanagh did a nice job on the first solo 
story (that | can recall) for this high-tech 
Punisher of white collar crime, and | 
wouldn't mind seeing a Cardiac limited 
series at some point for turtner 
exploration of the character 

However, 'm beginning to question 
the effectiveness of Code Blue! Every 
time we see them, they're up against 
someone so powertul that in spite of tneir 


high tech weaponry, and the fact that they 
were ostensibly designed to be able to 
deal with super-powered menaces, they 
come out the losers. How about a story 
where Code Blue comes out on top, for a 
change? 

Finally, some words about the 
direction of this ttle: please don't feel you 
have to tie every issue in with events in 
the monthly books. I'd preter a format like 
FF UNLIMITED, in which each issue 
stands alone and deals with one of the 
lesser-used aspects of Spidey's history 
Topics I'd love to see addressed are: the 
full origin of the Chameleon, whatever 
became of the two people who tock on 
the role of the Vulture during Adnan 
Toomes' first retirement, and whatever 
happened to the original Entorcers! Other 
long-time rogues I'd like to see back 
include Mysterio, Lightmaster, and Will o° 
the Wisp... and | wouldn't mind seeing 
some obscure villains resurrected, such 
as the Big Wheel and the Hypno-Hustler! 
As tor back-ups, | wonder if the White 
Tiger is doing anytning these days
